AN ORDINANCE approving the City of 

Fort Wayne's Five Year Capital 

Improvement Program. 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of I.C. 36- 
9-6-4(3), the city legislative body may by ordinance 
approve, amend or reject all or part of the long-range 
capital expenditure program and the proposed annual 
expenditures, before or during the adoption of the city 
budget; and 

WHEREAS, in 1973 the Common Council by General 
Ordinance No. G-01-73 did affirm the legislative powers 
as set forth in I.C. 36-9-6-4; and 

i WHEREAS, in 1978 the Common Council adopted 
Resolution No. 61-78, as amended, encouraging all City 
Departments to participate in the annual preparation of 
the Capital Improvement Program; and 

WHEREAS, General Ordinance No. G-13-82 
reaffirmed the Common Council's support for the annual 
Capital Improvement Program process; and 

WHEREAS, a Capital Improvement Program is of 
assistance in informing the community of the City's 
general plans for constructing and improving its 
infrastructure; and 

WHEREAS, a Capital Improvement Program is of 
assistance in preparing annual budgets for both the Civil 
City and City Utilities; and 

WHEREAS, a Capital Improvement Program is of 
assistance to the Division of Community and Economic 
Development and to the City Plan Commission as they 
implement the Comprehensive Plan for the City of Fort 


Wayne; 
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WHEREAS, the various departments of the Civil 
City and City Utilities have prepared a proposed Capital 
Improvement Program for fiscal years 1992 — 1996; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Fort Wayne Common Council 
received before June 30, 1991, a proposed Capital 
Improvement Program for fiscal years 1992 through 1996. 

SECTION 2. That the 1992-1996 Capital 
Improvement Program is hereby approved and adopted by the 
Common Council as a general guide for capital 
expenditures by the respective City Departments. 

SECTION 3. That adoption of said Capital 
Improvement Program does not supersede any previously 
established budgeting or expenditure authorization powers 
of the Common Council. 

SECTION 4. That this Ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and any 


and all necessary approval by the Mayor.
